The Catholics occupy 6,920 sta- 
tions, chapels, and churches ; they have the ser- 
vice of 4,873 priests, six Apostolic viears, forty- 
nine Bishops, nine Archbishops, and one Cardi- 
val, They have eighteen theological seminaries, 
with nearly 1,500 students; over 2,000 schools 
of all grades; and more than 900 asylums and 
bospitais.. There are among them seven differ- 
ent orders of monks and friars, twelve of nung 
eight — nae — such as Jesuits 
Redem 120 congregations of priests and 
brothers, and thirty siaterhoods.

Restorations 
and enlargements were still more numerous, 6 
as to make the whole number built, rebuilt, or 
reatored within the century, over 9,000. at cost 
of at least 418,000, 000. All this was done hy 
voluntary subscription, except 4 grant of £1,000, - 
000 by the Parliament. In 1831 the number of 
benefices was.10,000 ; now they are as nearly ae 
possible 15,200, at c cost of 41,653,446 from 
private benefactions alone up to Oct. 31, 1973. 
Forty years ago there were 5,900 parsonages : 
now there are 11,000. In 1801 there were 10,307 
clergy, in 1871 there were 20,694. From 1839 to 
1872 three and a half million of pounds were 
spent, in school building for parish schools. 
The number of .curates now is over 5,800, and 
the average salary has been raised from £582 in 
1843 to:£129 in 1873, Surely the Church of En- 
gland is not dead.

There is at least one Count in New York, 
‘| and there are hundreds of Americans who are 
in the receipt of salaries from foreign Gov-

FRAUDS IN POPULAR GOVERNMENTS. 

We again call the attention of the people 
ef Chicago to the serious consequences of 
tolerating for one moment the abuses of 
fraudulent elections. We do not speak of 
this evil because by such frauds one man 
may obtain an office to which some other 
man is entitled. We think the loss of office 
and of its profits and emoluments to the man 
honestly elected, while an outrage, is of itself 
but a small portion of the crime of fraudu- 
lent elections. So far as it deprives a man of 
honors and profits to which he is entitled, it 
is a robbery of an individual; but this is a 
limited part of the crime, which reaches di- 
rectly the political and personal interests of 
the whole community. 

In other Governments the people are pro- 
tected by the strong hand of power, employ- 
ing for that purpose the professional soldier 
and standing army, subject to the arbitrary 
command of a hereditary executive. For 
standing armies, hereditary executives, arbi- 
trary authority, and royal prerogative, we 
have the sole defense and protection of writ- 
ten laws,’expounded by civil magistrates. To 
make these laws the people elect representa- 
tives, and to expound and execute these laws 
the people choose civil magistrates and other 
offers. An election, therefore, in this coun- 
try is something more than the mere choice 
between individuals ; it is the popular exer- 
, cise of the power to make laws and establish 
governments for their own protection. 

While the general mass of citizens are in- 
different as to the personal question whether 
Sur or Brown holds office, they are all keen- 
ly interested. in the honest and faithful ad- 
ministration of the laws, and in the enact- 
ment of whtlesome laws to promote the 
publie welfare and protect the rights of 
person and property. They are, for instance, 
deeply interested in the question whether the 
men temporarily in office be clothed with

clothed with unlimited power to tax, and un- 
limited power to expend the taxes thus levied 
and collected.

HEBREW PAUPERISM. 

Jewish charity, as a rule, does not much ex- 
tend beyond the limits of the one race, but 
within these limits its work is wonderfully 
well done. The Hebrow’s strong pride in his 
blood makes him unwilling t see an Israelite 
beg his bread, and he spends his substance 
with really lavish generosity to prevent any 
such disgrace to ‘his community. Has the 
reader ever seen a Jewish pauper? It is safe 
to say that there is no such person in any 
county poor-house in America. The Jew 
cares for his own. 

The “leading great charity im London,” 
according to the Pajl-Mali, ia the Board of 
Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor. 
This is the largest of the 100 benevolent so- 
cieties maintained by the 30,000 Hebrews in 
London. Instead of; encouraging | pauper- 
ism, ‘as the Christian Associations for 
poor-relief in London do, this or- 
ganization encourages the poor to 
rise above pauperism. The Board of 
Guardians is divided into four Committees. 
One of these is charged with investigating 
the real condition of applicants for relief. It 
does its work thoroughly and promptly. No 
red tape chokes it. One of its members is 
often at the home of ‘an applicant before the 
latter can get back there himself. The Vis- 
iting Committee makes regular rounds among 
the recipients of relief, hears complaints, 
and renders judgment thereon. Then there 
is the Loan Committee, the germ from which 
the whole organization grew. This ad- 
vances small sums of money te poor Jews in 
order to start them in business, pay debts 
they have contracted at usurious rates of in- 
terest, eto. These. loans are repaid 
in installments and without interest. The 
Industrial Committee. is the most 
important of all. Its original duty was to 
lend sewing-machines, but its work is now 
much wider. It is trying to persuade the 
poor Jews to apprentice their childrem to car- 
penters, upholsterers, masons, etc., instead of 
putting them all at tailoring or cigar-making, 
as they do now. The necessary spprentice- 
premiums are paid by the Committee, but 
still the indigent Israelite clings to the trade 
of his father and grandfather, and, as a rule, 
prefers the unhealthy pursuits of eigar-roll- 
ing and cloth-stitching to anything else. The 
Industrial Committee, however, is extending 
its operations every year, and is producing a 


permanent improvement in the condition of 


tu Jewish poor. The Board has under its 
care an institution called the Jewish Home, 
to which the aged poor retire, and ia which 
they find all the necessaries and many of the 
luxuries of life. 

The average wealth ef the Hebrews is 
probably greater than that of any other race. 
This fact, in conjunction with their eompar- 
atively small numbers, makes the problem of 
poor-relief much easier of solution for them 
than for others. Nevertheless, their methods 
of solution are so mueh better, simpler, and 
cheaper than those most in vogue with char- 
itable organizations that they demand atten- 
tion. The eost of management in their char- 
ities is usually an utterly insignificant per- 
centage, while it often eats up half, and 
more, ef the recei pts of other societies.

his misery, that he has lost his dignity, that his 
is buried under kettles, and 


to all sorts of rumors and gossip which have 
reached his new house before him, to the 
chaffing of small boys, to thermometrical, 
barometrical, pluvial, plumbial, gastronomical, 
sartorial, and social miseries almost without 
number. 

And if the man who moves wakes up on a 
bright May morning with such feelings os 
these, what must have been the feelings 
of the man who moved yesterday, when 
he woke up in the morning and 
found the heavens shronded with douds, 


| the skies weeping floods of tears, the earth 


steaming with fogs, the chimney-smoke hang- 
ing low, the soot falling everywhere, rain 
pouring through the morning and snow sift- 
ing through the afternoon, the burly winds 
roaring about his house and whistling through 
the vacant stovepipe-holes all sorts of mourn- 
ful and ominous tunes? The man who moved 
yesterday reached the very acme of human 
wretchedness. If he survives it, he is proof 
against anything in the future. Life can 
have mo further terrors for him. He 
can stare Fate in the face with eomplacency. 
He has seen the very bottom of Pandora's 
box. We forbear dwelling upon his miseries. 
They belong to that category of private 
afflictions which are or should be sacred from 
the inquisitive eye. We have not alluded to 
the woman who moved,—the woman with the 
soiled calico, the sore knees, the sooty nose, 
the splintered fingers, the aching back, and 
the towel round her head,—a sick and sorry 
Rigolette. We have not the heart to. Why 
this crowning sorrow should have been added 
to the female repertoire of griefs is one of 
those mysterious dispensations which may 
never be explained until we reach that blessed 
bourne where May-days are never deceptive, 
and the man and woman whe move will move 
no more forever, but always be at home. 
Every cloud has a silver lining, however. The 
man who moves has the consolation of leaving 
a souvenir of torn wall-paper, broken 
window-panea, old hats, eyster cans, burnt 
out stovepipes, and heaps of dirt, dust, soot, 
and slops, for his saccessor. 


The latest proposition of the Roman Cath- 
ole of New York with reference to the 
wnion ef their parochial schools with the 
public schools, familiarly known as the 
“ Poughkeepsie plan,” is only a presentation 
of their original proposition in another form, 
aiming at the same purposes, and, if accepted 
by the Board of Education of that city, des- 
tined to bring about the same results. The 
details of the Poughkeepsie plan are sub- 
stantially as follows: The Board of Educa. 
tion leased the Catholic parochial schools far 
ten years at a nominal rent, the right to can- 
cal the lease within a certain time being re- 
served by both parties to the lease. The 
teachers, who were mainly Sisters of Charity, 
after passing examination by the Board, were 
reappointed. The text-books im use in the 
public schools were adopted. During the 
school hours, occupying half the day, there 
are no religious exercises of any kind, but 
after their expiration, and sufficient time has 
been devoted te cleansing the rooms, then 
they are used for religious instruction and 
devotions. This plan the Catholic clergy 
are industrieugly pressing upon the 
New Tork Board upon twe grounds: 
first, that it hes thus far worked well 
in Poughkeepsie, and given no ground for com- 
plaint, and, second, that it is im the nature 
of a compromise, and a generous one at that. 
The first reason has very little weight. 
Poughkeepsie is a small interior locality, 
where the working of the plan would not 
manifest itself with any degree of elearness 
as to results, and; even if it would, the adop- 
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behalf of the soldiers of the South, for 
his “manly and eourageous” speech at 
Lexington.

What a contrast there is between Baapizr 
Jonson thanking the crippled soldier of the 
Union for his publie declaration that the ex- 
Confederates have buried the passions of the 
War and are again devotees of the Union 
they mistakenly tried to destroy, and bar- 
sions by boasting, ten years after the War, that 
he liad proposed to raise the black flag and 
massacre every wounded prisoner too far gone 
to resist an assassin’s stab, The barbarian is 
the one man who sighs over the fact that he 
was prevented from murdering Union sol 
diers. Had his policy been carried out there 
might now be no Barrizrr to try to heal 
the wounds of the War, and there would cer- 
tainly be no BAU to tear open the 
wounds. An indignant people would long 
since have disposed of the barbarian. 

Gen. Banrizrt’s speech in response to the 
serenade was repeatedly interrupted by ap- 
plause. The fact is the more significant because 
the speaker did not stoop te flatter sectional 
prejudice. He spoke from a national stand- 
point. He rejoiced in the downfall of slavery, 
condemned disunion, and urged that the task 
of eementing the Union more strongly than 
ever was the most solemn duty of these Cen- 
tennial times. In 1865, such aspeech at Rich- 
mond would have sounded like sneering 
mockery. Now itis gladly hailed and vigor- 
ously applauded. The first Centennial eele- 
bration has borne good fruit. 

THE GINCINNATI FESTIVAL. 

The May Musical Festival at Cincinnati 
promises to be the grandest event which has 
yet taken place in this country, from a mu- 
sical point of view. The first one, whith 
took place two years ago, was a remarkable 
suceess, and did a great work for legitimate 
musical progress in the West and the whole 
country, but everything indicates that-the 
second one will be a still greater success. 
The programmes embrace a higher elass of 
music, and much longer time and harder 
work has been given to their preparation.

The latter, as passed, is by no means 
perfect, and is not entirely satisfactory either to 
those who finally favored its passage or to 
those who opposed it, but it was agreed apon as 
a compromise measure, and can be remodeled 
two years hence as may be found neceszary. 

This change in the system of dealing with the 
question of regulating the sale of intoxicating 
liquors is the more noteworthy because Michigan 
has been one of the few States which have for a 
long term of years adhered firmly to a system of 
prohibitory legislation, and its abolition at this 
time is undoubtedly the abandonment of that 
syétem as a practical failure. Tho Tax law en- 
acted distinguisbes largely in favor of the sale 
ef ale and beer, a policy which was approved by 
almost all the members of the Legislature in the 
event of the passage of a tax law. A law has also 
been enacted, forming the complement of the Tax 
bill, forbidding and punishing the sale of liquors 
to minors, drunken persons, and habitual drunk- 
ards. Both laws were given immediate effect, 
and are now in force, though, of course, some 
little time will be required to put them into eom- 
plete operation.

OUR bOCHOOL SYSTEM. 

An exhaustive article upon our public-school 
system, treating the subject fully and im detail, 
would fill many columns of Tun Trrevwe, and 
would doubtiess interest those of ite readers 
whe are im sehool work themeelves ; 
but as I have room for only a hort par 
the whole matter must be disposed of by 


Our excellent Superintendent, 
issued his annual report, and a careful perusal 
Of its 250 daintily printed will satisfy an 
one of the truth ied kote hase sncin : it 
cost the city, during the last year, $147,000 to 
carry on the schools, of which $116,000 went to 
pay teachers’ wages. The number of children 
of school- in the city is 33,600; the number 
attending the public schools ‘is 9,250; the num- 
ber attending private schools is 7,300; and the 
number not schools of any sort is 17,200. 
When a city offers the strongest induce- 
ments that can be held ont to prevail 
upon parents to send their children to school, 
provides the most comfvrtable and costly build- 
ings, and supplies them with every convenience, 
hires the best teachers that can ew ployed, 
and then only secures the attendance of one- 
balf of the children that ought to attend, is it 
not time for the Legisiatare to enact a lav on 
the subject of compulsory education? It is true 
that many of these chilaren and youth that are 
W. er as absent from the pudlie schools be- 
long to poor families which need their labor 
themselves, or need what they earn of others; 
but after all those are subtracted, it leaves so 
many unaccounted for that the number is suffi- 
cieutly large to attract the attention and arouse 
the apprehension of educators and philan- 
thropists. The subject isso suggestive and im- 
portant that the pen is turned from its disous- 
sion with reluctance. 
THE HIGH SCHOOL 
has taken another new departure and added new 
O pertunitves ta the Normal Department. The 
High School itself is made up of pupils taken 
from all the public schools of the city that are 
able to pass the proper examination. and such 
of those as are preparing to become teachers 
are placed in the Normal Department. Here 
they have been instructed in the theory of teach- 
ing all branches of education that were desig- 
nated by the Board of Education, and otly a 
Model Department has been added for the pur- 
pose of testing these prospective teachers in the 
eal business of. giving instruction. Each 
young teacher is required to take ber turn at 
teaching a class of small children that have 
been selected from the public schools for 
that purpose, While both teacher and class are 
noder the eye and general supervision of the 
the of thé department. This gives the 
teacher the opportunity to teat her powers, not 
only in imparting instruction. but in 1 8 
class, and the latter is quite 48 important in the 
preparation for teaching as the former. The de- 
tis under the general direction of « 
roughly competent and exnerienced teacher, 
and its com lete success is already assured.

DECLINE IN BRITISH EXPORTS TO THE bur 
STATES. 

The changes in the trade relations of two eountri, 
are sometimes very surprising, as hae been frequentl. 
shown in the monthly trade reports, In this respect 
the monthly reports of the British Board of Trade 
form by far the most significant in recent times, The 
destination of all the leading articles of export is 
stated in these returns, and we can, therefore, watch 
closely the movement of goods, In regard to thirty. 
two items, including all textile fabrica, iron, chemi- 
cals, and earthenware, the efports of the United 
States are given, They exhibit the following 
result: The total value of twenty-eight classes 
of articles exported im 1873. was £6,537,970: of 
the same articles in 1573 it was £6,372,765; of thirty- 
two articles, adding to the above two classes of paper, 
old iron and copper, in 1874 the value was £4,114,535 ; 
the value of the same thirty-two articles in 1875 was 
only £3,675,042. The decline from 1872 to 1875 was, 
therefore, more than 43 per cent, But even this is less 
remarkable than the enormous decline in iron, the de- 
crease of quantity having been more than 88 per cent 
from 1872 to 1875. Taking the returns of the leading 
classes of iron exported from G.vet Britain to the 
United States in the first two months of the four years 
of 1872, 1873, 1874, and 1875, and we find that it 
ranges respectively im tons at 196,461, 87,147, 96,732, 
and 15,883,

Let any one review his past experience; and 
just what burt him deepest, or helped and blest 
vim most, is what he fi:st and best remembers.
